I he newspaper dispatches telling of the terrible 


mortality among the Spanish and the escape of the 
American forces, men and ships, from serious injury, 


added to the excitement and intense satisfaction with 


u/7/c/i the long expected news was received. 


The state department had the honor of receiving 


the first news. It came in the shape of a cable from 
Initcd States Consul Wildman at Hong Kong. It 
merely read: "HongKong— McCulloch, Wildman." 


That is the usual form in which naval announce- 
ments are made by cable. Assistant Secretary Crid- 


ler was routed out by the telegraph messenger at 4:40 


this morning to receive it. Officials then awaited 
with much interest the arrival of the dispatch ex- 


pected to surely follow from Commodore Dewey. 


About 9:30 Manager Marean, of the Western Union 


Telegraph office, appeared at the navy department 
with a sheet bearing four lines of mysterious jargon 


which constitutes the naval cipher. Secretary Long 


turned it over to the cipher translators and set him 


self with little success to the transaction of other 
business while the translation was being made; and 
word getting around, Secretary Alger and other off! 
dais came to the department in order to be on hand 


for the earliest Intelligence when the cipher should be 
Corked out into the English equivalent.

Assistant Secretary Roosvelt gave the waiting news 
paper men the abstract of the part already deciphered 
and half an hour later Secretary Long read the ful 
dispatch as already sent out.
